Jonnovicl arrived in Parig at 
10.30 last night and was taken 
to Qual dea Orfevres, the fudi- 
cinry police headquarters, ‘at- 
fneed Joanovici, who rolled. in 
luxury during the occupation, 
was’ thred, hungry and cold. He 
was fed and bedded on’ a camp 
cot In one of the police offices. 
This morning he wan, baggy: oyed 
and bearded and a singularly an- 
glamorcua prisoner. 

Later, when he had cleaned up, 
Jonnovici emerged smiling for 
the Judiciary police director’s 
office, Aw he walked downstairs 
to be arraigned Monsleur Joseph 
jauntily signed autographs for 
the crowds jamming the stair- 
way, 


Lond Manhunt 


Jouncvici's arrest climaxed a 
seven-month manhunt, Ho dis- 
appeared from Paris last Febru- 
ary after proraissng he would 
give himself, up. Over the 
months he was “found” in Eng- 
Jand, Ireland, Belgium and Mex- 
ico, He was tho mont travelled 
wralth in tho world, 


Finally Joanovici was located |. 


Hving in a displaced peraons 
camp in the American Zone ‘of 
Germany,

Discuss 
Austria . 


| London, Nov. 28. 
The Big Four Foreign 
Ministers’ deputies for 


Austria today continued 
to examine the French 
compromise plan, which 
recommends that Ger- 
man assets in Austria 
could be divided ‘into 


two categories: 

1,—Those which could be rendi- 
ly handed over to the Allies, such 
as the off industry and Danube 
shipping claimed by Russia, and 

2—The rést which the Allies 
c uid receive in the form of pay: 
ments out of Austrin's current 
production. 

Under this proposal, it was 
learned from a reliable squrcee to- 
day, about half cf the current ofl 

production would go to Russla 
and about one-third of the ex- 
pluraticn rights. 

The refucling capneity to be 
handed over would amount to be-
